2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest what the instant 
compounds are. This invention relates to ophthalmic compositions for treating ocular hypertension. The closest prior art is Shih et al. 
US 5,633,250, which discloses indazoylalkyl substituted with a six or seven membered heterocyclic ring containing two nitrogen 
atoms. The difference between prior art and instant claims is that the instant compounds of formula (I) are not found in Shih et al. 
A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain the instant compound/compositions and methods of use, has not been 
found. 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
